The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 2,11,13,14,23,31-39 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 2, the sleeve is claimed as being a component of the apparatus... so 
how can the outer sleeve surround the apparatus when it is a component of the 
apparatus? 

In claim 1 1 , it is unclear if the sheath is actually being recited. 

In claim 13, it is unclear if the sheath is being recited. 

In claim 14, it is unclear if the rubber bands are actually being recited. 

In claim 23, it is unclear if the delivery device is actually being recited. 

In claims 31-39 and 42, the preamble should be "apparatus" instead of "device". 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 5-8,10,11,25 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Voda-5462561. 
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Voda discloses a device having a central member having a distal end with two 
legs 124,126 attached thereto. The legs expand outwards when pushed distally of an 
outer sheath 1 1 8. 

Claims 5-7,10,16,25 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Erb, et al.-64361 19. 

Erb discloses a device having a central member having two legs on the distal 
end. The legs 60,62 expand radially away from each other when the head of a 
penetrating member is withdrawn. 

Claims 5-13,15,16,25-29,40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Frazier, et al. -6746472. 

Frazier discloses a device in fig. 15-18 having a sharpened penetrating member 
which is inside a central member having expandable sets of legs. One proximal set and 
one distal set, when expanded prevent the movement of the member in a proximal or 
distal direction. The legs are formed of shape memory materials and are used to attach 
one luminal tissue to another. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,3,4,30 are allowed. 

Claims 17-22 and 24 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
